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necessarily for the purpose selling for money, 
but for the purpose making useful daily life. 
believed and asserted that the mere accumulator 
facts who makes collection facts his final aim 
and fails keep them work for the world’s bene- 
fit, not for his own, the same plane the 
miser. 

The student who takes this good counsel heart, 
and seeks ways putting use the knowledge 
his command likely more efficient student 
more competent collector facts—than the 
collector facts with ambition purpose be- 
yond collecting. Aimlessness tends become asso- 
ciated with listlessness. Reading book, for in- 
stance, without thought getting from some- 
thing susceptible practical application the poor- 
est all possible ways reading book. Reading 
with determination derive from something 
concrete and tangible that can made serve 
definite and desirable purpose, excellent way 
understand and master what the book contains. 

with other acquisitions study. They 
are more thoroughly and satisfactorily assimilated— 
they become more assuredly definite mental posses- 
sions—when conquered with practical purpose 
applying them kept continually before the mind. 

The world’s prizes are not rule for dreamers, 
but for those who act. The actor, the doer, keeps 
himself continually alive the exercise his vital 
functions. Students, more than others, are tempted 
fall into the habit thinking about actions rather 
than performing actions—a habit which perilous 
those whose intention and desire are live good 
and useful lives. doer, therefore, and, 
doer, continually seek put your knowledge out 
interest keeping constant use. 


EDUCATION’S PROPER AIM.—The Ameri- 
can college required train American citizens. 
Its highest function not impart knowledge, but 
stimulate intellectual and moral power. 
poor education which gives its graduates accuracy 
grammar instead love letters, which leaves 
them masters the integral calculus and slaves 
sordid and mean ambition. The college should lead 
the young American the secrets material skill, 
and equip him enter into the fullest trade with all 
the world, but should also lead him lofty 
thought and commerce with the skies. should 
teach him the methods material success, but 
above all should teach him that man does not 
live bread alone, and that the things which are 
eternal are unseen. The college graduate should 
graduated with love truth, with preference 
the spiritual the material, with 
conviction that the greatest glory nation not 
riches, but noble men. 

Now that the time year hand when edu- 
cational institutions are sending forth the finished 
products their institutions, and the voice the 
baccalaureate orator heard the land, the sum- 
mary educational requirements set forth above 
worthy consideration, not only college gradu- 
ates themselves, but also those responsible for 
fixing the standards college education and other 
formal education the United States. The high 
ideal succinctly presented not new one. was

Webster’s “Spelling Book,” the total sales which, 
during the course half century, rose some- 
thing the neighborhood twenty-four million 
copies. Biographers Webster assert that his start 
life was eight-dollar bill Continental cur- 
rency, which was given him his father 1779, 
and was badly depreciated the time 
worth only half its face silver. They also state 
that was his receipts from the sale the Spell- 
ing Book that owed the income which supported 
him and his family during the twenty-four years 
while was working the Dictionary.

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Summer Schools --- Their Value Education

summer school important asset our 

educational plan. fact the educational sys- 
tem would not complete without it. the sum- 
mer schools for pupils, there sane curriculum 
which offers the children who may have failed 
their regular school work, and that perhaps 
through fault theirs, courses which will make 
for lack knowledge particular studies. The 
children are not rushed, the work not too heavy, 
the hours are not too long. 


These children, they have intellectual power 
emanating from ordinary brain calibre, could have 
“passed” their final exams, had their parents per- 
mitted them so. There are various reasons 
why these normal children should obliged 
summer school they wish keep with their 
grade the following year. may case ab- 
sence from school during the regular session; and 
this perhaps for the reason that parents wished the 
children accompany them trip; again, de- 
sired them absent for some trivial reason 
which they (the parents) made lawful. Again, par- 
ents may permit their children late 
night attend the movies, for some social func- 
tion; they entertain and are entertained. These 
parents forget the all important fact that the child’s 
mind cannot clear for study after night hard- 
ship. The growing child has growing mind, and 
that mind must nourished with rest and quiet 
and developed actual operation after being 
strengthened with this food. Some parents seem 
take interest whatever their children’s school 
work until the final exams show then there 
only one individual blame for the failure, and 
that the teacher, say the parents. Judges the 
juvenile court affirm that the lawlessness and crimes 
children are due more the MOVIES than 
any other baneful influence. Parents should first 
see the pictures which their children shall view and 
there are hundreds splendid pictures, both educa- 
tional and otherwise. Even these should indulged 
but moderately lest the children become “movie 
fiends,” and indiscriminately drink anything that 
may flash upon the screen, 

There are valid excuses for normal child’s at- 
tendance summer school. The child may have 
been ill, and thereby unable attend school regu- 
larly. Again, the child may unusually intelligent 
well ambitious, which case may make 
half session, even session school work during 
the summer school. Too, child may such 
circumstances that imperative for him earn 
his living early age possible, and 
willing work through the summer that may 
“make grade.” For such children the summer 
school blessing, well for the backward 
children who could not otherwise keep with the 
work without this extra instruction. 


And now come summer schools for teachers. 
These are even more important than those for pu- 
pils. The teacher supremely important consid- 
eration our schools, and the demands made upon 


her are the highest. The supply trained teachers 
has always been inadequate; but the wide range 
universities now offering summer courses for teach- 
ers such that the great army instructors can 
find every opportunity for improving their educa- 
tion and meeting the demands the education body. 
Requirements for entering the teaching career are 
now advancing very rapidly, rapidly that aspir- 
ants are discouraged when they realize what ex- 
pected them, and unless they contemplate spend- 
ing their lives the teaching field, there nothing 
that can induce them take the work. some 
the states, laws are already force demanding 
standard preparation the teacher, that not less 
than two years professional training college 
work. There are thousands prospective teachers 
who should kept from starting the profession 
teaching without more adequate preparation. 
Those who find themselves the field and who rea- 
lize that they are wanting sufficient preparation 
can have recourse the summer schools which 
prepare for additional requirements. 

While most teachers are position appre- 
ciate summer school courses, and this for the reason 
that they not measure the requirements 
the states which they labor, there class, and 
these far the more fortunate, for being class 
standardization, they can now take the time 
audit Methods courses and other lecture courses, 
and gain wide range helpful methods. Asso- 
ciation with those “who know,” the absorbing 
different ideas through association with instructors 
from various parts the country whose experiences 
particular fields and along special lines are worth 
while will help the class 
teachers who will most assuredly find rest and peace 
within the walls university, following courses 
will, and simply for the purpose improving 
their way presenting matter their particular 
subjects during the following year. They are re- 
freshing their minds, and learning many short cuts 
methods such way that while they may have 
the same content matter handle again, will 
more interesting than ever because the many new 
lights that have flashed on*the surface during the 
summer lecture courses. Such contact with the le- 
gion will have splendid influence upon the actual 
teaching technique the individual teacher. 

Most teachers holding degrees and meeting with 
all the requirements the state board education 
prefer travel rather than attend lecture courses 
university summer schools. While this course 
laudable, and there much gained from 
travel, yet the travel program should not order 
for all the vacations, While there certain amount 
interest, relaxation, and pleasure this course, 
yet attended with much fatigue and some anx- 
icty. But over and above all this there gen- 
eral education that broadens the mind and stores 
with knowledge and peoples. Occa- 
sionally, well for such teachers attend sum- 
mer school courses and glean from them variety 
opinion and method for presentation their own 
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classes. For such teachers the work attending 
summer school only pleasure they are not 
worried about exams, and “passing.” They are 
really position enjoy the work. Unless this 
class teachers occasionally attend summer school 
courses, they must stand still their teaching, 
depend for professional growth upon their own un- 
guided efforts. The best evidences that teacher 
alive and growing knowledge her willingness 
make use opportunities that present themselves 
and invite incitements for improvement. They will 
thus capitalize their own experience and po- 
sition eliminate from their vocabulary the word 
PERFUNCTORY and all that CONNOTES. 
These teachers permitting their profession spread 
out with the years will not permit any be- 
come standardized until known objectively 
the most effective, thereby avoiding mere inertia 
method. 
This class teachers must also find time for 
general and professional reading. Progress edu- 
cation the present day demands wide reading, 
and some teachers not even have acquaintance 
with current affairs. This due various reasons; 
teachers may require all their leisure time for prep- 
aration lessons; they may overworked, and 
therefore not have the time give reading. 
Again, they may give too much time social func- 
tions, etc. teacher, alive her requirements 
teacher, can afford miss this important asset 
her training. Professional reading yields best re- 
sults when motivated the specific need im- 
prove the technique the teacher’s special line. 


carefully selected reading educational lines, 
the teacher brings the plans and the practices, the 
ideas and the ideals others bear upon interpre- 
tation and criticism her own methods. “Neces- 
sity the mother invention,” REFLEC- 
TION. The teacher who reflects, who takes time 
consider, and plan, will secure results far more 
easily and expeditiously than she who works 
constantly that she never takes the time criticise 
her own way doing things. Reading the plans 
others, the best way presenting problems, 
and then making comparisons, sure result 
simpler and easier, and more direct way 
accomplishing purpose. 

Another helpful item for the teacher the visiting 
other classes for observation. good plan 
contrast the methods employed other teachers, 
then compare them with one’s own, and adopt such 
plans give the best results. obtain good 
results, interest must always high rate, and 
that interest may never allowed subside. There 
should occasional change method, variety 
the surprise stamp. Too, professional insight in- 
one’s own practices insures the steering away 
from set plans and avoids adhering method sim- 
ply because method. This course bound 
sharpen observation the plans and methods 
others. Steering opposite course, one whose work 
most needs improving, usually finds the least 
profit these observation visits. There 
class observers who make discoveries more ad- 
vance their own strong qualities touch ex- 
cellence than overcome just such bad habits 
they themselves have the class room, but them 


not glaring actual observation others. 

There wide field for creative literary work 
education. The teaching profession always the 
alert for new methods, particularly along special 
lines. One who has done well certain piece 
work which has added original touches his 
own peculiar genius, will more easily comprehend 
what has accomplished giving written 
analysis sufficiently comprehensive for others un- 
derstand and work the same plan. There 
constant demand for well written and constructively 
helpful articles for teachers, for the rank and file 
that body will always find time for the study 
such plans are presented, especially they lead 
the way specific improvements. The known and 
the unknown symbols not embody the entire 
variety our educators. There class, both 
intellectual and successful, who refuse “let their 
light shine among men.” They have feeling that 
ability write articles for the guidance teach- 
ers belongs the province LEADERS with 
some undefined prerogative akin divine right. But 
the way open all—the road broad enough for 
the legion, and the number teachers few who 
have not some creative ability. fact there 
real teacher who has not some time other the 
years his experience discovered better way, 
shorter cut and all aflame with light. These teach- 
ers should not consider that they have done their 
full professional duty unless they have broadcasted 
these helpful discoveries their fellow workers 
the field education. would seem imperative 
that they assume the role educational leaders suf- 
ficiently long put their creations into print. 
quote Leonard Ayres: 

“By means the printed page, they influence 
others. they publish their material they 
thereby submit the judgment their co-work- 
ers through the impersonality printer’s ink, 
where appearance, pull, and property are not influ- 
ential, and where quality the only thing that 
counts.” 

The word TEACHER too general term 
admit accurate thinking. the teaching body 
are included men and women, boys and girls. The 
training and the professional usefulness the six- 
teen-year-olds are most inefficient, but the day 
past for the Profession accept the definition, 
“High school graduation plus summer school equals 
teacher.”

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The Nature Arithmetic the Junior 
High School

the outstanding characteristics the 

junior high school the reorganized program 
studies which composite elementary and 
secondary education and which helps the pupil 
explore his own aptitudes and make least pro- 
visional choice the kind work which will 
devote himself. 

Another significant feature the effort articu- 
late elementary and secondary courses study for 
the benefit adolescents who must make the shift 
from one the other. This enables pupils make 
the transfer more readily through the articulation 
the elementary arithmetic with secondary mathe- 
matics than through the former abrupt transition 
from exclusive arithmetic exclusive algebra. 

Arithmetic which will perhaps form the bulk 
instruction the seventh and first half the 
eighth grades must correlated with the life 
the student, which means that emphasis will 
placed upon the social and economic aspects 
arithmetic. aid analysis, however, the 
equation and the simple language algebra should 
introduced whenever needed. Mensuration and 
other topics measurements should facilitated 
the introduction constructional geometry, 

The vocations which our students will follow de- 
mand differing amounts training mathematics.

clear from what was said the first article this 

series that the average women live longer than men, 
and that therefore their average expectancy life 
any given age longer than that men under relatively 
the same circumstances. would naturally expect from 
these considerations that Sisters women would live 
longer than priests. That seems true according 
the data hand. The only way, however, come any 
conclusion with regard subject this kind not 
theorize about but secure the actual figures. Theoriz- 
ing rather easy and often very attractive, but theories 
disappear and observations remain. shall present 
subsequent article the actual figures with regard the 
average length life among the Sisters this country 
far they are available. the meantime, there are 
certain considerations which deserve emphasized be- 
cause they furnish background which understand 
better than would otherwise the case some the ques- 
tions involved life expectancy religious communities 
under present conditions. 

There very general feeling, which has been empha- 
sized the trend modern life toward outdoor air and 
exercise involving women certain extent least 
well men, that the confined life which Sisters live would 
very probably have tendency shorten existence for 
many them. This was true undoubtedly the older 
days when tuberculosis was much greater factor than 
the present time the death rate. said 
the first these articles, the death rate from tuberculosis 
has now been cut two, and danger from the disease 
but seldom serious for people who are ready and willing 
what they are told. The formula experts the 
subject is, “Tuberculosis takes only the quitters,” that 
those who give the struggle against their disease. 
the older days tuberculosis patients were treated indoors, 
their rooms being shut tight, indeed almost hermetically 
sealed, sometimes keyholes being stuffed and cracks being 
pasted over, lest even breath air should get them. 
They always felt shivery and complained when the 
cold air touched them, and this chilliness was supposed 
indicate the taking fresh cold. Almost needless 
say, under circumstances such these, tuberculosis 
was likely spread, and attendants the sick, who 
were not then qualified nurses with definite training for 
the avoidance its dangers, often contracted the disease. 
wonder then that tuberculosis became notable fac- 
tor the death rate convent life the older time, 
but this longer true, and Sisters die from the disease 
less frequently than those who are out the world. 

There reason whatever why those who wait 
tuberculous patients should contract the disease, for 
not one the intensely contagious diseases, and only 
little active hygienic care and the taking certain defi- 
nite and not difficult sanitary precautions are quite suffi- 
cient prevent contagion. The oldest tuberculosis hospi- 
tal that have that Brompton, London, and the 
tradition there when visited years ago was that 
nursing attendant had ever contracted the disease. Sisters 
who serve tuberculosis sanatoria are notably free from 
the affection, and the fact that they have wait pa- 
tients who sit outside good deal gets them out into the 
air much that they have rule rather high resistive 
vitality against the tubercle bacillus. 

Apart from tuberculosis, however, confined life, pro- 
vided the living done well ventilated rooms with 
occasional outings, and provided there enough muscular 
exercise keep the bodily functions good condition, 
rather inclined save people from many dangers that 
would otherwise shorten existence. The “shut-ins” are 
much less the subject accident, but they are also much 
less the subject infection contagion. dan- 
gerous run into trolley car run into 
microbe. Very few Sisters have suffered from fatal 
accidents automobiles, although automobiling has cost 
the lives great many people this country, and some 
the mutual insurance companies which insure only phy- 
sicians had raise their rates consequence the 
high mortality among physicians from automobile acci- 


dents. number priests have lost their lives from auto- 
mobile accidents, and most those living the world, 
the expression is, run certain definite dangers this 
respect, because matter how carefully anyone may 
drive automobile, always danger from the fools 
and the drunken drivers the road. 

Sisters not get much into crowds, and, result, 
they die much less frequently from pneumonia than other 
people, for pneumonia particularly the disease 
crowded populations. Nearly always there story 
the victim pneumonia, the patient suffering from the 
disease, having been, some five ten days before the 
theatre sometimes church moment when over- 
tired and resistive vitality was low. Under these circum- 
stances the pneumonia germ, which present the 
mouths most most the time, finds its best op- 
portunity for invasion the lungs. Particularly the 
air the crowded room has been close and hot, the 
germ implanted deeply and produces serious 

The very regular, rather confined and often austere life 
the religious orders seems have distinct effect 
conserving them definite degree from cancer. This 
has been noted particularly among the very rigorous reli- 
gious orders, the Trappists, the Carthusians and the Car- 
melites, where comparatively little eaten, and where, 
above all the amount meat taken very small. Sta- 
tistics seem show that members these orders suffer 
distinctly less from cancer its various forms than the 
general average the population. Other members 
religious orders, however, seem saved from it, not 
entirely, but that the cancer death rate among them 
much less than among the population generally. 
cancer has now become very prominent factor the 
mortality statistics, this decided advantage. Cancer 
has been increasing frequency recent years until 
now probably over 100,000 people die cancer every 
year this country and something like million peo- 
ple the civilized world. The individuals who were 
saved from the children’s diseases when young, and from 
tuberculosis when older, live succumb cancer 
the years after forty. Every year that person lives after 
forty makes him her just that much more liable die 
cancer. 

possible that cancer not absolutely more fre- 
quent than was, though discussion the cancer situa- 
tion this country the United States Health Reports 
for the beginning the year 1925, suggested rather 
strong evidence that the increase cancer was not only 
relative, but absolute. People are dying more from cancer 
than the increase the population would suggest, even 
than the fact that the general body the population 
now much higher age than used when 
generation was only thirty-five years instead being 
over fifty-six the present time. People live 
the cancer age and then have suffer rather severely 
from the disease. Anything that lessens the tendency 
cancer very valuable adjunct for prolongation life. 
How much the medical profession thinks such con- 
servative factors well illustrated the fact that quite 
number surgeons have given smoking recent 
years because they have noted that cancer the mouth 
occurs only those who are smokers rule, and 
course cancer the mouth one the very severe forms 
the affection, often slow running but causing great 
deal pain and discomfort and making the patient dis- 
gusting object himself and others. Until have 
found the direct cause cancer, the only thing can 
lessen the indirect causes it, and this the simple, 
abstemious life the Sisters seems accomplish. 

the very moderate eating simple food with very lit- 
tle indulgence the pleasures the table, lessens the 
tendency cancer, seems true, then the religious 
women have decided advantage life this regard. 
After all the only explanation that have cancer 
that all satisfactory the present time that 
represents rebellion among the cells the body 
which some them, and particularly the glandular 
epithelial cells, rise insurrection against the connective 
tissue cells, and doing bring about dissolution 
the body politic, were, cell elements which they 
belong. Where the stimulus comes from that causes this 
insurrection, and whether microbic origin due 
some form parasite, have not yet found out. 
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seems likely, however, that overeating even reasonably 
abundant eating has tendency make these aristocratic 
cells the body little bit more likely break bounds 
and insist over growing and absorbing more the 
nutrition than their due. Possibly this the predisposi- 
tion the body cancer even though there may 
needed some more specific agent actually initiate the 
cancerous process. 

course the abstemiousness the life the convent 
excellent thing for longevity. have just discussed 
the fact that cancer seems much less frequent among 
the very rigorous religious orders where the amount 
eating less than among the average the popula- 
tion. The same thing true regards Bright’s disease, 
which develops particularly people who eat more than 
they really need. probable that Bright’s disease 
always microbic origin, but the tendency deterioration 
once begun, and great many develop the initial stage 
their younger years, hastened the task thrown 
upon the kidneys eliminating surplus material. That 
combination chronic degenerative disease involving 
kidneys and heart and arteries which has been noted 
much more frequently recent years than older times, 
occurs particularly those who eat much more than the 
average, and, above all, those who eat somewhat irre- 
gularly and who indulge some eating least four 
five times day. These dangers Sisters avoid because 
their absolutely regular life. 

After all, well understood that the so-called 
pleasures life which shorten existence. Over-abundant 
eating, the late hours that many people keep the result 
attendance social functions various kinds, the 
eating late night and very heartily shortly before going 
bed, the large variety viands skillfully prepared 
stimulate the appetite and almost inevitably invite 
overeating, all these the Sisters are not tempted by. 
Neither they get into the crowds night which are 
much more likely bring about contagion various 
kinds than almost anything else. The modern evening 
dances the midst eating, when the dancing 
likely stir the dust and cause inhaled 
float around the room and find its way the food 
eaten much more than ordinarily the case, all these 
represent some the dangers that the pleasures life 
bring with them. Young people may consider such dan- 
gerous pleasures worth while, but they get older they 
are likely realize that added years existence good 
health may really worth the sacrifice some these 
rather empty pleasures the younger years life. Ina 
word, the regular life Sister prone give her 
length life beyond the ordinary. 

The fact that the Sisters live absolutely regular life 
itself excellent thing for health and makes for 
long life. They get regular hours and bed 
regular hours, and while they rise very early their rhythm 
life much more accord with the rhythm bodily 
existence than that the majority people. Tempera- 
ture and pulse indicative the highest activity the 
body are their highest the late afternoon and then 
begin down. They are their lowest the early 
morning between three and five and then begin 
again. ought most our active work the 
day during the time while nature the ascent 
living intensity rather than the descent. There 
definite tendency the present time turn night into 
day, and most people not get bed until twelve 
little later, especially the cities, and they not get 
until eight later. This not much accordance 
with nature’s daily rhythm ought be, and there 
undoubtedly waste energy the result the wake- 
fulness far into the night. Getting bed some time about 
ten and getting five the morning much 
more harmony with nature’s normal current exist- 
ence. 

According very old maxim common many lan- 
guages, hour sleep before midnight worth two 
afterwards. There may not good scientific warrant for 
this absolute ratio double value, but there doubt 
all that hour before midnight much better for tired 
mortals than one after it. The hours before midnight 
are said the hours beauty sleep for women. Sleep 
the early hours the night said ensure youthful 
schoolgirl than anything 
else, much better than artificial aids any kind. How- 
ever that may be, one thing perfectly sure—that Sisters

This was years ago, and remember how complimented 
was over the fact that Mother would trust her young 
daughters religion with this way. few years later 
came realize from knowing the group better that all 
the Sisters whom Mother Superior confidently trusted 
had been over twenty years the order and some 
them over twenty-five years, and that all them with- 
out exception had reached that mature and reasonably safe 
age for women the fortieth year. They did not look the 
part, however, and one does the Irishman’s expres- 
sion apply better than the Sisters, not care how old 
you are, Madam,—you don’t look it.” 

sometimes said that men are old they feel and 
women are old they look. that the case, and 
there probably much more truth the expression than 
usually thought, then Sisters age very slowly, and might 
expected live more than average length 
life. Most this probably due their quiet indoor life 
and their lack serious responsibilities with their 
wrinkle-bringing propensities. Not little due 
also the fact that they not have through ma- 
ternity’s cares and When Michelangelo made his 
famous group the now seen St. Peter’s, 
Rome, was asked why made the Blessed Virgin 
youthful looking compared her Son. everyone knows 
who has seen that group, this very young looking woman 
has the body her dead Son her knees and certainly 
looks older, not actually younger, than he. Michel- 
angelo’s reply very well known. said, “Do not for- 
get that she was virgin and virgins retain their youthful 
looks far beyond other women.” 

course, Sisters usually live very active lives. Indeed, 
great many their friends out the world are inclined 
think that they are entirely too occupied and have too 
much do. Undoubtedly and unfortunately some 
them are overburdened; but the great majority them 
thrive under the work that they have perform. used 
the custom for those outside the Church talk 
lazy monks and sometimes even idle nuns, though 
this latter expression was much less common. Anyone 
who knows how far the men religious are concerned 
every minute the day from the time they get 
four five the morning until they bed nine 
ten sometimes later night occupied, will not 
likely talk lazy monks. What true the 
present time was just true the older times, and most 
what was said the time the suppression mona- 
steries about lazy idle monks was merely excuse for 
confiscating their property, and handing over favor- 
ites kings, who founded great houses the nobility 
through the property thus obtained, and who proceeded 
create them, almost rule, nests idleness and 
luxury. There were lazy Sisters either the older 
time, though course human nature always human 
nature and abuses inevitably creep in, for err human, 
and even monasteries and nunneries are subject deca- 
dence, though this ever much rarer than thought 
those who not know religious communities actual 
experience, 

matter fact, the Sisters have great deal 
during the day, and this is, rule, excellent thing 
for them. keeps them from thinking too much about 
themselves. Even the little things they have do, the 
small observances religious rule, the little community 
customs that have fulfilled, are all value this 
regard. David Harum said some thirty years ago the 
popular novel that name which attracted much at- 
tention just the beginning the twentieth century, 
“It mighty good thing for dog have fleas be- 
cause keeps him from thinking too much about the fact 
good many things do, not have time hang heavy 
our hands, because whenever does, are prone 
worry and solicitous about ourselves and our feelings, 
and little symptoms that are scarcely more than physio- 
logical sensations become exaggerated our anxiety about 
them into indices serious ailments, and further thought 
about them only exaggerates the condition. 

The great trouble the present time that the women

The Sisters have not only the advantage regular life, 
but they have also the benefit the advice elders who 
have gone through the same phases life they are 
going through, and who are deeply and quite unselfishly 
interested the health and happiness their younger 
Sisters.

view modify the conduct the child. This requires 
that the teacher ideals discerns that the conduct trait 
within the mental and physical capacity the group 
who are being instructed. Heroes with great line 
deeds heroic valour, selected from the long ago, would 
indeed amaze the young for whom these deeds are im- 
possible, but they would not lead the modification 
the exterior conduct. Ideals with abundant imaginative 
elements, and withal fictitious, are indeed rich their 
influences upon the conduct the child’s imagination. The 
mind the child quite involuntarily grasps the purpose 
these, which only people the fancy, and give joy 
the feelings. They are not intended for imitation. Fairy 
stories provide such rich imaginative elements, and help 
the child cultivate that power. They have influence 
the general behavior, and lead interest people and 
places afar. This type ideal not considered here. 

Ideal characters should selected the basis re- 
cency and proximity. They should near time and 
place those for whom they are interpreted. 
give children eight nine years fruitful delinea- 
tion the prophet David would require some exploiting 
their imagination, understanding, and feelings with charac- 
ters the nearer neighborhood and more recent 
time. When the ideals are taken from the Sacred Scrip- 
tures, several who are more recent and near may have 
selected prepare the background. With the en- 
larging the experiences the young with characters 
who are more closely related their own surroundings, 
their powers interpret those who are selected from 
remote place and distance increases. The ability trans- 
late the modes conduct those who are ideals them, 
into their own daily performances, acquired observ- 
ing situations the life the ideal which are similar 
those which confront them. 

make ideals too ideal first lessens their power for 
good. The surplusage the ideals, sometimes pre- 
sented. may make them such that for many the chil- 
dren the world will become delusion and snare. The 
young are after all realists: matter how imaginative 
they may times become, and there unavailing regret 
when they find that the ideal not real. their early 
youth they are not supplied with the niental materials 
which will permit them form those associations with 
images the wondrously true and beautiful, and thus 
see deeply into hidden meanings new realities which 
come into their lives. their childhood they take every 
image and idea for reality. When the ideal pictured 
such that the young cannot imitate, one the most potent 
forces child nature not only allowed unused, 
but positively blunted. Over exaltation ideals can 
also lead the young pretensions which are not keep- 
ing with their actual accomplishments. Thus feigning and 
amount hypocrisy results. This deflects the growth 
from the real accomplishments good conduct. 

This also possible the religious teacher who 
holds out ideals for all which belong the life conduct 
the few. The religious teacher apt take much 
the instructional material from books Meditation 
and Spiritual Conferences, which should indeed the 
pattern conduct for the religious, but which are not 
realizable the life the great majority the children. 
dangerous instruct the young beyond the possibil- 
ities their own accomplishments life. They are early 
deluded into the belief that they cannot accomplish the 
good, unless they realize the ideal that has been presented 
them. Their hopes are denied through want accom- 
plishment. 

The ideal for the religious differs very much from the 
ideal for the man and woman the world. They should 
early learn know that there goodness the ideals 
for those the world. The world needs them. all 
matter encouraging the young become the ideals 
within their several abilities. They are heartened their 
accomplishment some the deeds their They 
grow good doing good. All cannot accomplish the 
same degree good, because they cannot interpret all 
ideals alike and with the same degree enthusiasm. Some 
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can gather prayerfully the foot the mount, some joy- 
ously ascend part way, and few victoriously scale the 
heights. 

Their power good can increased, however, 
putting them situation which they may accomplish 
what within their abilities, and the ideal rather 
than have ideals come them.

The ideal cannot interpreted for the young except 
their own measures. There the law readiness 
which requires that the mind prepared receive the 
lessons that are taught. attempt made here 
classify ideals study the several ages the young 
discriminate between the types ideals that are pro- 
fitable them much through ideals they are en- 
abled understand themselves better, and motivate their 
conduct more effectively just because directed the 
pathways ideals. There always kept mind 
the fact that children work themselves out towards ideals, 
well work the traits the ideal into their own 
thinking and behavior. Their verging forth meet the 
delineations and inspirations ideals very much de- 
pendent upon the developing going within their own 
lives, and their own very personal problems. The teacher 
may never overlook this fact, the presentation what 
she thinks the ideal is; not what the ideal the 
teacher, but what the young. She cannot discover 
this relationship process inspection and retrospec- 
tion. For her the past very much passed, and she 
cannot reinstate it, without modifying essentially 
molding with all her present emotional, ideational and 
inspirational elements. This makes all the more difficult 
bring the ideals into the hearts children. diffi- 
cult. also unfortunate that many teachers have not 
contemplated the difficulty more all along. unfor- 
tunate because the non-advertence the acknowledge- 
ment the difficulty has left the literature the subject 
barren instructions how zealous souls could 
cultivate and keep the young cultivating ideals. Educators 
every field education have long ago become aware 
the great intricateness adopting the materials that 
the young should know the nature their learning 
process, and make the curriculum child-centered rather 
than subject-centered. There important lesson 
the comment the child who said, “I’m tired saying 
prayers God: never pays any attention: think 
try some nice angel.” 

one the fatal and sad elements found 
amongst idealists that they too often disregard the reali- 
ties life, and often, their own return the concerns 
every day living, make dismal failure it. So, per- 
haps, the Christian teacher all too likely led 
lofty flights through confidence the wondrous ideals 
that religious truth, and history hold out, that she forgets 
the realities that must always absorbing interest 
the culture ideals the young. lead the young 
into the ways idealism conduct tedious process, 
just the rearing anything lofty and noble so. 
high one must begin low deep. The foundation 
high idealism indeed laid childhood the culture 
such simple ideals are within the range the experi- 
ences and interests children the various stages 
their growth. This does not mean that there any 
essential reduction the patterns ideals selected. 
The most beauteous ideals Christian and sacred his- 
tory may selected, but only the simpler elements 
ideality may selected, from amongst great variety, 
for the interpretation the young. Traits the ideal 
that are merely the source wonderment cannot produce 
transforming effects the young. They cannot make 
these traits their own, and thus they find difficult 
love them, 

general, girls tend have many, boys few ideals. 
The younger children chose ideals from among near rela- 
tives, friends, and such can made akin 
these; they judge their ideals the results their con- 
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duct; they respect such only the ideal, and are governed 
their own conduct the individual, the personality 
the ideal. they advance years they seek their 
ideals afar; they judge them the motives that they dis- 
cern their conduct; they regard with esteem the reason 
and the understanding which the ideal shows, and are gov- 
erened their conduct the social activities the ideal. 

Ideals exercise their most potent influence conscience, 
because all, and especially the young, when making the 
choice their modes conduct, rely upon the pattern 
conduct. which conscience evokes from the large mass 
experiences with persons. Conscience training goes 
on, its elementary forms, through ideals 
trate the proprieties conduct situations which pro- 
vide opportunities for right activity fair play, use 
slang, attitudes towards cronies, dress, teasing, getting 
mad, prompting class, telling white lies, affectation, 
cleanliness, order, hisses, taste, self respect, treatment 
lower creatures, reading, social pursuits, etc. The con- 
science easily allured characters that illustrate bra- 
very, courage, piety, holiness, modesty, chastity, pity, sym- 
pathy, industry, goodness, and patience. Their young 
natures are exalted ideals that show forth the blessings 
charity and love justice. Ideals have impulsive 
power over them, urging them the pursuit noble 
character—a guiding power the ways righteousness, 
and inhibitive power restraining them from evil. They 
enlarge their capital moral force. 

Theoretically conscience makes its choice result 
the last practical dictate judgment. The judgment 
uses the principles morality—its knowledge the laws 
God. aided its best moments the graces 
that God supplies abundantly those who will accept 
them. The practical interpretation the laws righteous 
conduct seen the life activities persons who exem- 
plify these conformities the divine will. After all, con- 
science finds its modes right conduct the righteous 
conduct those whom conscience accepts ideals. Ideals 
are the patterns right conduct, virtuous activities 
the consciences the young. Religio-moral ideals are 
the interpretative patterns which give the young, there- 
fore, generous and appealing insight into religious and 
moral life. Through imitation them the young acquire 
skill solving problems values religion and morality. 
They beget enthusiastic belief religious values for 
conduct, and lead the young cultivate habits that have 
moral and religious standard. Religious ideals alone can 
give the force final sanction the moral code. 
gious ideals find the moral, spiritual, religious, and the 
supernatural behind the mental, physical and natural. They 
lead the soul into the land faith, after has traveled 
the furthest confines that the senses and reason can ex- 
plore. Ideals are not biological inheritance; they are the 
outworkings social, spiritual, religious, and superna- 
tural forces. Pure natural idealism, like that the Greeks 
and the Romans, can lead high types conduct, but 
has only ephemeral worth, because was not based 
sound philosophy and religion life. Its ideals 
led past history only help states care for future 
generation. They were wanting power and influence 
protect the interests the future life. The central 
fact will training provide the young with freedom 
choice conduct leading them the knowledge 
good ideals. The will steadied the authority the 
ideal; the teacher shows she loves it, the young will 
bow please her and the ideal. 

Ideals thus give the sources moral, spiritual and 
religious righteousness conduct. For this reason ideals 
have always been the potent forces religious and sacred 
history. teaches truth through ideals. Carlyle 
long ago remarked, “Heroes and demigods make our his- 
tory and civilization.” This true that sacred his- 
tory truth and the ideal are one the person and the 
example Jesus. When said. the way, the 
truth and the enunciated the truth that Him 
and His conduct the children His Kingdom earth 
have not only the pattern righteousness, but righteous- 
ness 

Thus the Christian school has always found that the 
fruitful process inculcating truth was through ideals 
that exemplify truth, and the case the divine ideals, 
are truth itself. love,” often said and 
written that the Catholic school religious truth must 
vitalize the curriculum, that the instructions the 
truths religion must vitalized. far the litera- 


ture our language concerned, sadly evident that 
the vitalizing process very much one empty words. 
The curriculum must vitalized, but the vitalization ends 
there. There way which can done, however, 
and that found the nature vitalization itself. 
must process putting religious, spiritual life 
into the subjects the curriculum and the truths reli- 
gion. Perhaps this will appear clearer reversed.

culture noble moral sentiment. The ultimate motive 


must come from vision that fixed God, who gives 
the highest motivation the force obligation. The 
finite alone cannot this; too fleeting and changing. 
can found alone the concept the infinite. There 
indeed proximate authority for the obligatory force 
the ideal, but this can become truly valid only when 
keeping with the remote, which God. His 
ity over all alone can bring all the positive forces into 
fruitful activity, and increase the power believe, rather 
than doubt. 

God alone can inspire that awe and reverence which 
are necessary build for permanency righteous con- 
duct. Him all things take order and oneness, which 
are necessary for social well-being. His laws are not 
avoidable, suspensible, but changeless, and unerring 
the laws nature, first revelation), which make 
nature speak with the voice God. While the very 
young cannot grasp the penalties for the violation 
God’s laws, because the remoteness them, and be- 
cause childish inexperience, yet they can made 
appear children the experiences others. 

Nothing really and truly studied until the mind and 
heart penetrate beneath, what the senses (even reinforced 
the auxiliaries modern discovery) discern reality, 
the unseen and invisible, which are clearly perceptible 
the spiritual and religious eye truth, hope and love, 
instructed the revelations the old and the new 
Testaments.

early times the ceremony was religious character, 
the effect which was transfer the bride from the 
“manu” her father that her husband, the head 
his family. This ceremony was called “confarreatio,” 
demanded sacrifice Jupiter Farreus—a sacred cake, 
which was then eaten the bride and groom the 
presence the Pontifex Maximus, the Flamen Diales, and 
ten witnesses. The auspices were also taken and the sac- 
rifices offered. This ancient ceremony was considered 
sacred and serious, and the sanction the gods was 
necessary. The religious aspect marriage was rendered 
more apparent the fact that time throughout Ro- 
man history was any one whose parents had not been 
married “confarratio” eligible the priesthood Jupi- 
ter, Mars.

This 
may the usual manner betrothals, and marriages, and 
also show that marriages were entirely the hands the 
father, who arranged the same according family wishes 
and conveniences. Betrothals could broken for suffi- 
cient reasons. course, there was question love 
between the contracting parties, though true attachment 
often sprang from the union. Service the family and 
the state were the objective, Virgil the Aeneid well 
expresses, the life the hero. the sudden passion 
Aeneas for Dido see attachment sanctioned 
neither favorable auspices, nor the gods, and reso- 
lutely turns from the woman loves, and later enters 
upon union with Lavinia, for whom feels affec- 
tion. Roman would doubt fall love like youth 
any other land, but that must not hinder his duty 
the state. 

the wedding day the bride laid aside the “toga Prae- 
texta” childhood, and dedicated her playthings the 
“Lar” her family, and was dressed very carefully the 
bridal dress her mother. Covered with the flame-col- 
ored bridal veil, she awaited her father’s house the ar- 
rival her bridegroom, After his arrival the auspices were 
taken, and, all was favorable, the youthful pair gave their 
consent the union and joined their right hands, 
directed the “pronuba”, married woman charge 
the ceremony. After the wedding feast the bride was 
conducted the bridal procession the home her 
husband. The “Deductio” beautifully described Ca- 
tullus his 65th poem. Though dissipated himself, 
treated the subject marriage with dignity, and the 
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following lines has depicted the duties the married 
pair language with which the strictest Roman could 
find fault: 

“Claudite ostia, virgines 

Lusimus satis. boni 

Coniuges, bene vivite, 

Munere Assiduo valentem 

Exercete iuventam.” 

With marriage the Roman woman reached position 
unattained women any other nation the ancient 
world. other nation held its women such high re- 
spect, and other land did they exert much influ- 
ence. The Roman matron shared with her husband all 
the duties the household, including those religion, 
and within the house she was practically supreme. She 
was her husband’s helpmate all affairs except politics, 
which subject she was supposed remain silent. She 
lived the strium, and the whole house was hers; she 
conducted the early training her children; she took 
her meals with her husband and his guests, but sat instead 
reclining, and abstained from wine. When she went 
abroad clad the graceful “stola matrona”, men treated 
her with respect, and made way for her the streets. She 
had place the public games, the theater, and the 
great religious ceremonies the state. 

The ideal character the Roman matron was keep- 
ing with her high and dignified position. speak 
the ideal character, for does not seem coincide with 
the practice Roman women even early times, much 
less during the later years the republic. But must 
remember that the names Roman women which history 
perpetuated, are not the names those who were ideal 
matrons, but such forced themselves into notice 
violating the traditions womanhood. The power and 
influence the typical matron were not behind the foot- 
lights, but behind the scenes. hardly come across the 
austere matron the old type the literature the 
later republic, but that proof that she did not exist. 
For living her own life the home she would not become 
object inspiration the poets and essayists who 
never made home, the joys childhood, domestic happi- 
ness, the praises wife and mother the themes 
their efforts. 

The women meet the Ciceronian correspondence, 
and other literature the time, are not women the 
old type, for women well other things changed 
after the Punic wars. Marriages “cum manu” were unu- 
sual, and divorce, always possible, became common. Even 
men like Cicero and Aemilius Paulus 
wives. But spite these conditions, woman still exer- 
cised great influence over man Old Cato’s dictum means 
anything. “All men rule over women; Romans rule 
over all men, and our wives rule over us.” Most the 
women the later republican period are more than 
names us, for know scarcely anything about them. 
Tarentia, the wife Cicero, one the best known 
us, and was probably the type the married woman 
the day. She lived with her husband for thirty years, 
and his letters her show real regard and traces 
distrust until Not even once, however, does 
mention any pleasant social intercourse which his wife 
took part. 

woman became more educated, she realized that she 
would not shine society merely married woman, 
and she began look pleasure, not reason duty, 
the chief end life. Perhaps the best known woman 
Ovid and other writers picture them, was 
the infamous Clodia, who thought the Lesbia who 
conspicuous the poetry the day. 

contrast all the evils which are recorded regard- 
ing women, there least the record one truly good 
and worthy woman who died about She had been 
faithful companion her husband prosperity and 
adversity, and recorded her praises long inscrip- 
tion placed doubt near her tomb, and good fortune has 
preserved most it. form funeral enconium, 
but addressed himself his wife, not audience, 
manner unique among documents the kind which 
have come down us. speaks her living though 
passed from his sight, and that makes more real than 
any other memorial the dead which has been preserved 
us. Unfortunately not know who this man and 
woman were, but shows just the same that there were 
good and virtuous women even Rome. The husband 
writes: “You were faithful wife, and obedient 
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You were kind and gracious, sociable and friendly; you 
were assiduous your spinning; you followed the reli- 
gious rites your family and the state. and admitted 
foreign cults degraded magic; you did not dress con- 
spicuously, nor seek make display household 
arrangements. Your duty our whole household was 
most exemplary; you tended mother carefully 
though she had been your own; you had innumerable 
other excellencies common with all other matrons, but 
those mention were peculiarly your own.” Fowler. 

Any one who studies this inscription must convinced 
that tells the simple truth, and that here was one Ro- 
man matron the very best type, and may conclude 
that she was not the only one. And evidence virtue 
such this, and recorded such manner, should out- 
weigh much the satire written such men Ovid 
and Catullus, for women this virtuous type would not 
likely become the subject the verses men who 
delighted luxury and pleasure. 

Education the early period the republic was sim- 
ple, was required the condition social life. The 
young were taught either home schools, and the 
usual subjects were reading, writing, and arithmetic. The 
memory was trained, and the pupil learned all sorts 
“sententiae,” wise and pithy sayings. these have 
few examples. 

“Avarus ipse miseriae causa est suae. 

Audendo virtus crescit, tardando timor. 

Fortunam citius reperias, quam retineas 

Gravissima est provi hominis iracundia; 

Malum est consilium quod mutari non potest. 

Perpetuo vincit qui utitur clementia.” 
The Twelve Tables were the only text book, and the boys 
memorized these laws. Even after books became more 
common, the custom learning the laws continued; Ci- 
cero memorized them his boyhood. the grammar 
schools the boys learned Latin and Greek, the poets fur- 
nishing the text books. Any youth desiring further edu- 
cation could attend the schools rhetoric taught 
Greek teachers. 

When Rome had become the great center the world, 
she needed education that would develop character, for 
she needed men for government, men for business; and 
such men should act justly and hate all injustice and evil. 
According our idea the education character, one 
must begin early train the child the way virtue. 
From what can learn about Roman education, 
must conclude that was deficient, for all litera- 
ture, whether history, biography, poetry, find lit- 
tle about children that almost evident that Rome 
placed but small importance that period life, since 
can scarcely learn anything about the boyhood even 
great men. 

Excellence oratory was the chief end education 
among the well-to-do, and was the ambition every 
young man put this ability practical use and gain 
reputation advocate the courts. one could 
hope for political advancement unless excelled public 
speaking. Cicero’s letters his brother speaks 
teaching oratory his own son and also the son his 
brother. From his letters learn that parents desired 
their children well educated and good, but there are 
traces the means employed for securing these ends. 
any books education were written, they have not 
been preserved. the early cducation home virtues 
which were suited develop hardy race men and 
women only tradition remains. Cato the Elder. frag- 
ment tells that was trained frugal, hardy, and 
industrious, and worked steadily his Sabine farm. 
The religious side education was with regard cult 
and continued least family worship the end 
the republic. 

Probably the greatest difficulty the Roman boy met with 
was the study arithmetic. their clumsy meth- 
ods expressing numbers, reach any degree skill 
must have required much practice. orator was ex- 
pected able calculate rapidly court and 


show how arrived his results.

Musa loqui, praeter laudem nullius avaris, 
Roman pueri longis rationibus assem 
Discunt in partes centum diducere,” Dicat 
Filius Aloini; si de quincunce remota est 
Ancia quid superat? poteras dixisse ““lriens 
rem poteris servare Poetica.” 
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THE IDEAL SYSTEM FOR WRAP STORAGE 
SCHOOLS. 
Kraft 


this article there will not any effort into the 
many conditions which confront present day life, but 
shall the earnest endeavor properly analyze the 
conditions attendant upon the care children’s wraps and 
books when they school. 

true that some schools effort all made 
provide safe and suitable place for the pupils 
store their belongings, but such schools are few and far 
between. Tracing this subject back some forty fifty 
years, the writer finds that then was customary use 
only hooks located any place that was convenient. The 
hooks were placed rooms, halls, alcoves, and even, 
the writer has observed, vestibules. However, there 
was attempt make some sort provision for the 
wraps, which indicated vast advancement over that 
period when was left entirely the ingenuity the 
child hunt out place where might leave his be- 
longings, trusting that would find them there when 
left for home. 

Hooks are the base all wrap storage schools and 
the problems with which every school man confronted 
are:—what kind hooks will offer the most service, how 
many hooks shall required, how far apart shall these 
hooks spaced and what height from the floor; also 
what additional equipment the hooks, such shelves, 
pigeon holes, rubber racks, shall furnished; what 
sort containers shall these placed, and where shall 
said containers located? 

The two-pronged hook, made non-breakable material, 
rust-proof, shaped facilitate the hanging clothes 
and the same time assure that they will stay on, 
the most desirable use. There should always few 
extra hooks provided, more than there are pupils the 
class room, allow for few additional pupils. 
These hooks should always spaced not less than nine 
inches apart and should height that will permit 
easy reach for the scholar, and yet high enough as- 
sure that the bottom the clothing will least twelve 
inches above the floor, that rubbers, boots, etc., can 
placed below, unless special provision has been made for 
these things, which case the clothing may come down 
within six inches the floor. course, the height 
the hooks will vary according the different grades 
school. Sometimes, and quite often today, extra provi- 
sions are made besides the hooks. There are shelves for 
hats, pigeon-holes for books and school supplies, racks 
for rubbers and large vases something similar for um- 
brellas. The extra equipment that may furnished en- 
tirely dependent upon the kind container that used 
and the size the same. 

The changing conditions have brought some new kinds 
containers for wraps schools, but the fundamental 
ideas are centered the following methods. The oldest 
method for providing container for the clothing was 
have separate rooms, known cloak rooms, which were 
separated from the class room, though some instances 
they were connected with the class room means 
doorway, but always had another door leading the 
corridor. any event, these always had exit en- 
trance which permitted going into them without neces- 
sarily going through the class room, which entirely 
different proposition from the cloak room wardrobe, 
shall see later. These separate cloak rooms were located 
either adjoining the class room, close it, distance 
from it. Under this system possible for persons either 
belonging the schools, outside them, get into 
the wrap storage space without being observed, resulting 
many articles such hats, coats, books and forth 
being stolen. Very seldom are these cloak rooms heated, 
the school authorities consider that unnecessary 
waste heat, the children are there for such 
short time each day. Yet, the child warm when the 
class room and sometimes overheated, all depending upon 
how well this phase school maintenance looked after, 
and goes from this warm class room, get his wraps, 
into this cloak room much lower temperature, with- 
out his exterior garments, that colds quite frequently 
develop from this one condition. apparent that un- 
der this method the children are not under the direct 


supervision the teacher when being dismissed as- 
sembled, and the writer questions whether this advis- 
able. Anyway, the above mentioned disadvantages to- 
gether with many more, are causing slowly, but surely, the 
abolition this type cloak room. 

the present time schools, there are found 
either wardrobes lockers the corridors, ward- 
robes, lockers cloak room wardrobes the classroom. 
The cloak room wardrobe always within the class room, 
for though walled off certain extent, all depend- 
ing how the building has been planned, nevertheless 
not possible effect entrance into this cloak room 
wardrobe except through the class room. this 
separate room, but actually part the class room, this 
designation not the correct one. The particular disad- 
vantage that the writer sees this system that the 
children are not under the direct supervision the teach- 
when they are this wardrobe, and disorder, little 
immoralities, delaying dismissal and forth can 


The tendency the time seems use either 
wardrobes lockers, the same being located either with- 
the class room the corridor. Formerly these 
containers stood out the room hall, but today they 
are recessed the for doing this economy 
effected the construction the building, and better 
ventilation had both the wrap storage place 
itself and the class room corridor, direct connection 
can made with the ventilating system employed the 
school; presuming that one has been provided. 


the location these containers, let pause for 
moment and see which place finds the most favor 
some the larger cities the country, and let en- 
deavor analyze the reasoning behind the selection. New 
York City, the metropolis this country, uses only the 
class room for the storing wearing apparel and books 
the pupil, with the exception that the high schools 
there check room take care the belongings the 
late comer. Formerly lockers were placed the class 
rooms all high schools and wardrobes the class- 
rooms all elementary schools. This, course, does not 
take into consideration the older schools constructed 
that time when cloak rooms were considered quite the 
proper thing. Recently New York has adopted wardrobe 
for all schools, evidenced the plans that have come 
out for the new Four Million Dollar DeWitt Clinton High 
School, which wardrobes are shown all class rooms, 
and even the check room for the late comers has ward- 
robes it.

Rochester, New York, uses lockers the corridors 
all high schools and wardrobes the class rooms all 
elementary schools, This system followed Buffalo, 
St. Louis, Washington, Kansas City, Mo., and other cities. 
Harrisburg, Pa. Kansas City, Kansas, and many other 
cities use the wardrobes all class rooms both high 
and grade schools. Detroit uses lockers both high and 
elementary schools. Some cities use lockers high 
schools and cloak room wardrobes other schools. Some 
use the cloakroom wardrobe all schools. would seem 
first blush that the majority the larger cities seem 
use lockers the corridors the high schools and 
either wardrobes wardrobe cloak rooms the class 
rooms other schools.

ways additional noise attendant upon the longer walking 
distance and from these containers; there tendency 
for the pupil these places during class changes 
secure books, resulting loss time both the pupil 
and his class; there the possibility the scholar obtain- 
ing his wraps during class hours and leaving school with- 
out being observed; there definite place for class 
dismissal unless the students are requested and com- 
manded return class room after securing wraps; there 
possibility that the child the class room may 
worried about the safety his clothing out the cor- 
ridor. 

There are some grounds for the chlid feel that cloth- 
ing stored receptacles the corridor not safe, for 
the newspapers all over the country publish reports from 
time time cloaks, books and other property being 
stolen out wrap storage places the corridors 
schools.

For the teachers who are not the standardized 
class, summer schools should their haven for the 
vacation periods, for unless these teachers can take 
year some college university, there 
other way than the summer schools for meeting the 
rigid requirements now demanded for educational 
training most the states. would well for 
such teachers remain the same university dur- 
ing the number summer schools required for their 
degree other qualifications. 

For those the standard class, would more 
beneficial attend different university summer 
session each year for the purpose gaining variety 
method and opinion. For the Catholic teachers 
there any number Catholic colleges 
versities offering summer courses and these Catho- 
lic institutions are everywhere throughout the coun- 
try. Why should Catholic teachers follow courses 
Philosophy, Psychology, Biology, even History 
and Education state universities, especially since 
their own Catholic institutions are well equipped 
offer such courses? 

Standardized teachers command high salaries, 
most them receiving the highest salaries paid 
the community which they are part. There are 
some states which qualified teachers are paid 
larger salaries than the governor. These teachers 
can well afford attend six-week summer session 
any university, and still have six more weeks 
left travel and rest. Some universities offer two 
sessions during the summer, six-week and three- 
week period. The teacher who desires feed her 
children from running waters, bright, clear, and 
sparkling, will not fail avail herself one 
these sessions during each summer, irrespective 
the fact that she fully qualified meet any state 
requirement.

Derivation the Word Matrimony 
word matrimony comes from the Latin “matrimo- 
nium”, which made two Latin words, “matris” 


and “munus”, and means, therefore, the office of, charge 
mother. 


Sacrament Matrimony 

Matrimony sacrament instituted our Lord Jesus 
Christ sanctify the lawful union man and woman 
and give them the graces necessary for their Christian 
state and especially give their children Christian edu- 
cation.

23-25). then adds: “For this 
cause shall man leave his father and mother, and shall 
adhere his wife, and they shall two one flesh” 
(Ephes. 31, 32). 

Third—From Tradition: St. Cyril Alexandria, writes: 
“Jesus went the wedding Cana honor His 
presence, give His grace those who were afterwards 
born.” St. Augustine declares: “Among all nations 
and the eyes all men, the excellence marriage lies 
its end, which generation, that the propagation 
the human species, and the fidelity which charity de- 
mands; but for God’s people, consists also the holi- 
ness the sacrament, which such that even wife 
that has been repudiated can not married another 
man long her husband living.” 


Attributes Matrimony 

Unity; 

The unity matrimony consists the union one 
man and one woman. That this unity marriage 
Divine institution proved the fact that the begin- 
ning, God instituted marriage between one man and 
woman. When Christ came earth, restored its 
primitive character, when said: “Wherefore they are 
more two, but one flesh” (St. Matth., xix, 6). 

The indissolubility marriage consists this, that the 
bond marriage can broken nothing but death, and 
this attribute marriage Divine institution, which 
proved the words Christ Himself: “What God hath 
joined together, let man put asunder” (St. Matt., xix, 
6). “Whosoever shall put away his wife and marry another, 
committeth adultery against her. And the wife shall 
put away her husband, and shall married another, 
she committeth adultery” (St. Mark, x11, 12). 


Evils Divorce 

From the words quoted above, plain that the inad- 
missibility divorce was ordained Christ Himself, and

hardness your The Church may sanction the 
separation from bed and board for various grave cau- 
ses, especially the case adultery, but this does not 
allow either party marry again during the lifetime 
the other, and should she such person be- 
comes guilty crime which incurs eternal damnation. 

The Catholic Church alone has always refused admit 
divorce, but great are the ravages that this pest has 
made late years that now the non-Catholic sects are 
seeking eradicate this evil, which like many others 
has grown out private interpretation the Bible. 

Many divorces would prevented were young people 
follow the advice the Angelic Doctor, St. Thomas, who 
says that longer time and greater deliberation are neces- 
sary for entering the married state than becoming reli- 
gious.

The matter the Sacrament Matrimony the mu- 
tual consent the contracting parties give themselves 
each other husband and wife. The form matri- 
mony the mutual consent the man and woman the 
presence the parish priest bishop, and two other 
witnesses, accept each other husband and wife.

The contracting parties are the ministers the Sacra- 
ment Matrimony. Since the contracting parties are 
the efficient cause the marriage, they are also the effi- 
cient cause the sacrament also; for the case bap- 
tized persons, the contract marriage inseparable from 
the sacrament.

CCOMPLISHMENT and performance afe the aims 

the self activity method. the extent that 
possible, the child must immediately translate into life 
what has learned. matter fact, has not really 
learned until has made this practical application. 
know only when can do, when can adjust our en- 
tire personality the truth proposed. child does not 
really know what act faith until its own ac- 
cord has elicited act faith. After that has 
intimate acquaintance with the nature faith, which 
deeply rooted its mind that will never forgotten. 
This act faith which the child elicits its own accord 
may very simple, but incalculable value. 
eliciting this act, has become truly active; has brought 
something its own; has utilized its own resour- 
ces, act faith thus elicited may truly called 
performance. self activity the fullest sense the 
this self activity acquires clearer and fuller 
knowledge the elements that enter into the structure 
faith than could obtain mere theoretical exposition. 


The same may said act contrition. Not un- 
til one has elicited act contrition his own accord, 
does one know what contrition really means. You may 
read the finest and theologically most correct formula for 
act contrition, and yet not know what contrition is. 
But make act contrition your own, and albeit 
would not pass the critical eye the theologian, 
you profound revelation, brings home you 
sudden flash what that moment had been hidden. 
The test can easily made. Get class learn 
note the traditional formula the act contrition and 
then have them recite it. You will invariably find that the 
great majority the children, whose mechanical memory 
not perfect, give distorted version, which misses the 
very points that are Why, you come across 
adults who for years have used such distorted version, 
the fact never dawning upon them that they are actually 
talking nonsense. This possible only because they have 
knowledge the essence contrition, otherwise the 
incompatibility the words and the sense would strike 
them and lead them revise the mechanically learned 
formula, Had they ever for themselves made act con- 
trition, they would have pattern mind which they 
could judge the adequacy inadequacy the formula 
they are using and thus would enabled detect the 
flaws which marred. Self activity, this man- 
ner, sharpens the critical faculty and enhances the powers 
perception and discernment. The same method may 
applied every dogma. The child does not really un- 
derstand the dogma until has found expression 
its own for it. doubt will have struggle achieve 
this end. Nor can done without due supervision 
from the teacher, who will have guide the groping at- 
tempts the child and here and there apply correcting 
hand. The gain will enormous. The truth thus ex- 
pressed the child’s mind self invented formula 
will indelibly fastened the mind and forever etched 
the memory. will luminous, perfectly trans- 
parent. Morever, the light acquired this fashion will 
illumine the traditional formula and render full mean- 
ing. not question discarding timehonored, stere- 
otyped expressions truth and substituting for them 
those that the child has invented itself. That would make 
for vagueness and eventually for confusion; the old for- 
mulas are remain, but they are revitalized and il- 
lumined the expressions which the child has formed 
out the vocabulary with which familiar and 
which understands the meaning. Learning 
heart, after that, the answer given the Catechism 
will longer require supreme effort. one can rea- 
sonably oppose the memorizing valuable truths; ob- 
jections can made only against memorizing undigested 
truths and formulas and statements truth that convey 
meaning. The latter are absolutely useless, for they 
never blossom forth into fuller and richer significance. 
They are not seeds that will germinate the soil the 
mind. They are simply dead things. But statement 
truth that the time merely understood its direct 


and obvious meaning may, the mind matures, expand 
into fuller significance and perceived also its remoter implications. 
formula thus memorized will function the mental life the 
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easy thing ridicule any method. All that 
onesided manner, overemphasize any point and 
this cheap trick give the appearance grotesque 
caricature. But this procedure that may win applause 
for the critic and procure for him the reputation clever- 
ness and dialectical skill the interests truth are not 
served. Unfortunately, the critics the old catechetical 
method teaching religion and the advocates the new 
methods have not always been above such logical charla- 
tanry. sane teacher will say that the child should 
carry its memory undigested, badly understood for- 
mula, and that due time this formula will suddenly 
awaken life and burgeon into understanding. course, 
the child must have understanding suitable for its age 
and capacity. But richer understanding will come later. 
This has happened all us—that have carried about 
with certain truths which were not able make 
much. Then one day, the truth thus stored away sud- 
denly, took new meaning and were able inte- 
grate with larger organism knowledge. Truths 
lie dormant the mind until some contact with 
another truth they become quickened and fertilized. After 
all, how will you preserve truth unless stored 
the memory and how can stored the memory unless 
enshrined verbal expression? cannot get 
away from formulas. 


The self activity method requires that the child achieve 
results for itself. Let take prayer for instance. Some 
prayers have committed memory ready-made 
formulas. There the Our Father, formula that comes 
with the highest conceivable sanction. Will you 
not teach the child this venerable formula, the general 
plea that formula must learned rote, will you 
try make believe that the child actually understands 
its full meaning? No; but the child may made grasp 
enough that does not merely repeat parrot- 
like fashion. the mind grows, insight into the formula 
grows apace, new perspectives open up, glimpses lar- 
ger truths are perceived, connection with remoter truths 
discovered, the separate words take more comprehen- 
sive meanings. Thus with all formulas that are 
learned heart. Memory faculty and has func- 
tion our mental economy. didactic method can 
completely ignored. But unquestionably, the formula 
from the beginning must instinct with life. 


Prayer great help self activity. teach the 
child something about omnipresence and omni- 
science. help the child assimilate the truth, 
suggest that embody its knowledge prayer. may 
make prayer something like this: “Dear God, glad 
that you are always near and that you know whatever 
do. Because you are always near me, not afraid. 
Because you know everything do, will not anything 
you not like. feel happy and confident, since know 
that you are everywhere and that nothing hidden 
you.” the child makes prayer more less like this 
one, shows that has attained grasp the im- 
portant truth. similar manner teach the child 
something about the omnipotence God. Again will 
formulate prayer. Possibly something after this pat- 
tern: know, dear God, that you are father. 
good that you are all powerful, for now you can always 
help me. makes feel safe know that you can 
all things. will ask you for whatever need, since 
know that you will and can give all that good for 
me. wonderful have all powerful father 
heaven.” Every doctrine will lend itself this practice, 
for our prayers grow out our beliefs. All our religious 
knowledge should culminate prayer. The lex credendi 
the lex crandi. That does not mean that forthwith the 
well thought out prayers popular use must abol- 
ished and that the existing prayerbooks must con- 
signed the ashheap. But this practice will prevent 
the mechanization prayer and impart the formulas 
use new content and luminous meaning. 


The practice prayer making can rendered extreme- 
useful teaching religion. After child has made 
little prayer for itself, will experience know wherein 
the essence prayer consists and what really means 
when say, that prayer talking God and lifting our 
minds Him.

Patriotic American 

The wholesome breadth the 
American citizenship Governor 
Alfred Smith New York 
splendid contrast with the bigoted 
narrowness Charles Marshall 
challenging the ability 
Catholic give undivided allegi- 
ance his country.

all churches, all sects and all be- 
liefs before the law matter 
right and not matter favor. 

believe the absolute separa- 
tion Church and State and the 
strict enforcement the provision 
the Constitution that Congress 
shall make law respecting es- 
tablishment religion prohibiting 
the free exercise thereof. 

believe that tribunal any 
church has any power make any 
decree any force the law the 
land other than establish the status 
its own communicants within its 
own church. 

believe the support the pub- 
lic school one the cornerstones 
American liberty. believe the 
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right every parent choose 
whether his child shall educated 
the public school religious 
school supported those his own 
faith. 

believe the principle non- 
interference this country the in- 
ternal affairs other nations and 
against any such interference 
whomsoever may urged. 

“And believe the common 
brotherhood man under the com- 
mon fatherhood God. 

“In this spirit join with fellow- 
Americans all creeds fervent 
prayer that never again this land 
will any public servant challenged 
because ‘of the faith which has 
tried walk humbly with his God.” 

Americans people generally 
have adhered the spirit the Con- 
stitution and resented attempts in- 
ject religious prejudice into politics. 
Party divisions usually are along 
other lines. Irrespective party, 
good citizens will glow with appre- 
ciation the patriotic, manly decla- 
ration Governor Smith, whose 
challenger may realize that instead 
disposing the Governor possible 
Presidential timber, the tactics malev- 
olently resorted have made his in- 
clusion that category more con- 
spicuous than ever. 


Get Understanding 

John Roach landed the shore 
this Republic barefooted Irish 
boy without the advantage school- 
ing, but rose the greatest ship- 
builder the United States. was 
one many his generation who 
overcame handicaps and 
force native merit made their way 
positions leadership Ameri- 
can life. 

Sad would the day, should 
ever come, when the pulses true 
Americans ceased quicken re- 
citals achievements the long 
list worthies emblazoned the 
roll the country’s “self-made men.” 
But “facts are stubborn things.” 
fact beyond dispute that condi- 
tions every department human 
activity have undergone material al- 
teration since the time when John 
Roach was boy. Industrial evolu- 
tion has substituted complexities for 
simplicities. Gone forever the era 
when every door opportunity 
opened unaided common-sense. 
This age chemistry and elec- 
tricity and concentrations capital. 
solve its problems and win its 
prizes necessitates degree intel- 
lectual training beyond what formerly 
sufficed. 

Such the situation which makes 
education imperative need the 
time for young men expecting 
make their way industrial and com- 
mercial pursuits well for those 
aspiring careers the learned pro- 
fessions. Statistics being more im- 
pressive than generalizations, atten- 
tion called statistics. survey 
the results which were announced 
during Catholic Week, showed that 
only per cent. the total popula- 
tion the United States are college 
graduates. but that per cent. the 
men now occupying positions 
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leadership the various walks 
life have had the advantage higher 
education. 

The National Catholic Welfare 
Council recently issued bulletin 
this subject which deserves attention 
from Catholic parents throughout the 
land, well from youths who 
with reference their own futures 
are debating the question whether 
not education good invest- 
ment. full advantage were taken 
the opportunities make one 
the safest all investments, which 
Catholic colleges offer Catholic 
youth, every Catholic 
America would crowded. The 
Council has ascertained actual can- 
vass that there one state the 
Union where the Church prosper- 
ous and its educational facilities ex- 
cellent, yet where only twelve ten 
thousand the Catholic school pop- 
ulation secure higher education, and 
where only eight one thousand 
the Catholic school population reach 
the fourth year high school. 

The situation differs different 
States, but general comparison 
while per cent. the population 
are Catholics, the proportion Cath- 
olics among college attendants 
only per cent. 

There are parents who have sent 
sons and daughters college and 
have been disappointed the results. 
There are young people with apti- 
tude for study—and there are others. 
Here reason for the exercise 
good judgment, which must em- 
ployed choosing colleges. Many 
boy girl who has fallen victim 
ment would have kept the paths 
duty had Catholic college been 
selected his alma mater. 

Commending 
Frank Spearman, popular the 
world letters, defines follows 
the type education which has 
mind; 

“Such education should in- 
formed with sound philosophy, and 
strengthened courses the au- 
thentic—mark the word—the authen- 
tic, history European civilization. 
more than this needed; less 
than this will adequately suffice. And 
because realize that the Catholic 
college and the Catholic university 
supply such education better than 
any other educational institutions, 
always urge the Catholic college.” 

Going college not getting 
education, but means that 
desirable end, and enjoined upon 
all whose parents can afford and 
who the opportunity opens before 
them will earnestly exert themselves 
make the most it.

School Sports Great Britain 


“Games and Sports British 
Schools and Universities” the title 
Bulletin Eighteen the Carnegie 
Foundation for the Advancement 
Teaching. The author, Dr. Howard 
Savage, staff member the Foun- 
dation, spent several months Great 
Britain gathering materials for this 
first American descriptive study 
athletics British educational insti- 
tutions. The Bulletin describes sport 
its relation education English 
public and day schools, Oxford and 
Cambridge, the newer English 
versities, like London, Liverpool, 
Leeds, and Birmingham, and the uni- 
versities Scotland and Ireland. 

Some the conclusions the 
study may summarized follows: 
Athletics British schools and uni- 
versities are valued partly for their 
physical effects but more for their 
socializing influences. Although they 
are not formally recognized any 
university, they are aided Oxford 
and Cambridge colleges and many 
the newer universities. 
schools insist, one way another, 
upon participation games, but 
university compels any undergradu- 
ate take part. “At all universities, 
sport essentially casual.” Athletics 
are subordinate studies, but the 
lessons learned the playing fields 
are carried over into all phases 
school and university life, inside the 
classroom and out. While personal 
athletic prowess highly esteemed, 
the reputation that victories can 
bring institutions counts for com- 
paratively little. Participation being 
play the strict sense the term, 
the line between the amateur and the 
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professional has come strictly 
drawn most branches athletics, 
nominally drawn all. few 
are dependent upon school, 
college, university sport for their 
whether coach trainer, depends 
upon victory for his living. 

College and athletics 
England, and especially Scotland, 
are probably much less costly than 
the United States, and admission 
charges games are far lower. This 
condition accounted for partly 
the fact that participants provide 
their own equipment, and Cam- 
bridge and Oxford pay comparatively 
high dues various athletic clubs. 

According estimates presented 
the Bulletin, half the Oxford 
and Cambridge undergraduate bodies 
take part rowing and three-fourths 
all sports, while 75% are doing spe- 
cial work leading honors de- 
From these facts there would 
appear conflict between ath- 
letics and studies these old insti- 
tutions, and still less the newer 
English and 
where only from eighty twenty per 
cent participate athletics. Univer- 
sities like Birmingham, Liverpool, 
Edinburgh, and Glasgow are building 
athletics means money 
grants for playing fields and general 
expenses. 

Oxford undergraduate earns money 
during the summer months finance 
winter study. The wealthier men 
not need and the less wealthy are 
supported scholarships and other 
aids. Oxford and Cambridge under- 
graduates are expected continue 
academic work during the summer 
and most them do, not the 
Universities then home 
“reading parties” seaside resorts. 
The results this system are that 
there temptation make pro- 
fessional athletics pay one’s way 
through the university, and there are 
few any traces professionalism 
English universities and schools. 


Oxford and Cambridge men who 
enter the British civil service, busi- 
ness, and teaching admittedly find 
better positions and have 
chance success they have won 
the university blue which corresponds 
the letter American college ath- 
letics.

great deal reading the result 
more worthy incentive than idle 
curiosity. Idle curiosity surely 
thing not indulged without re- 
serve. 

Young students sometimes are ob- 
sessed with the notion that 
clever read what everyone talk- 
ing about, even the thing talked 
about only because creates offense. 
withstand temptation, and employ 
the time that can devoted read- 
ing perusing what will yield im- 
provement. 

Here what the President Col- 
umbia University, Dr. Nicholas Mur- 
ray Butler, said few years ago 
the course annual address: 
“Too much slovenly reading, partic- 
ularly newspapers and maga- 
zines, but also 


the way education and 


enlightenment. field human 
interest the substitution quan- 
tity for quality more fraught with 
damage than that reading.” 

What President 
against books that are merely 
worthless. Had been considering 
the subject vicious books doubt 
his language would have been strong- 
still, though positive enough 
stands. 

upon his judgment, but warrant 
him this, his judgment should 
good. One way proving that 
good form and stand the 
resolution not waste time and risk 
mental and moral deterioration
